Washington. March 31. — The I 
United States navy waa unprepared ; 
for war in 1917 because of thrtj 
"mental and temperamental char- , 
acterlstics of the man at its head and 
of the policy he pursued as the re¬ 
sult of those characteristics," Read- 
Admiral Bradley A. Fiske. retired, 
declared to-day before the Senate 
committee investigating the navy's 
conduct of the war. 

"To prevent unprepn red ness in the 
future,” Admiral Fiske said, “the 
most important step is for the public 
to Insist that the man at the head 
of the navy shall he imbued with tho 
spirit of the navy, highly educated, 
open -minded and acquainted with 
the principles on which naval pre¬ 
paredness is based and by following 
which preparedness can he secured. 

The udmiral told the committee the 
navy was not only unprepared for 
war from 1915 to 1917 from a stand¬ 
point of material and personnel, but 
lacked any well-prepared war plan. 
It was not until August 1, 1917. that 
the Navy Department established an 
organization for the exclusive duty 
of making plans for war, he said, al¬ 
though ho and other officers had 
urged such un organization for sev¬ 
eral years.

"We intend to push the matter as 
fast as possible.

"There seems to be some misun¬ 
derstanding with regard to the terms 
of the lease," Alderman Patrick, 
whose ideas on the subject were 
adopted by the Council, told The 
Times to-day. "The plan decided 
upon is this: The land will be leas¬ 
ed to the Foundation Organizations 
tor the first of the five-year period 
for $200 rental. On the four suc¬ 
ceeding years the (City will get ten 
per cent, of the gross, not the net 
profits. Howe'er, bet ore the city's 
share of the profits is reckoned the 
amusement tax will be substracted 
from the gross profits. Thus if, for 
example, the profits for a certain 
period w r ere $1,000. and the amuse¬ 
ment tax amounted to $100, the city’s 
ten per cent, would be reckoned on 
a basis of $900. This plan, of course, 
is fairest to the city and to the 
Foundation Organizations, as they 
will pay more when they are mak¬ 
ing a good deni of money but. during 
lean periods, the land will cost them 
little. In a few years it is quite 
within the range of probability that 
the stadium will be making so much 
that the originally-proposed pay¬ 
ment of $200 a year would look ab¬ 
surdly small.”

NOTHING TO DO 


Although opinion was somewhat divided on 
the subject, it was generally believed twelve 
months ago that a need existed in this Province 
for the creation of a Public Utilities Commission; 
but when the jurisdiction of the Railway Board 
of Canada expanded to include within its au¬ 
thority the British Columbia Electric Railway 
and Telephone Companies the circumstances were 
practically reversed. In other words, the use¬ 
fulness of the Commission faded to the vanishing 
point and the office became more or less of a 
superfluity. Nor does there appear to be any as¬ 
surance that, the Dominion hodv intends to re¬ 
linquish its authority over the two enterprises in 
question. For that reason it may be the duty 
of the Legislature before its present session has 
come to an end to consider the advisability of 
abolishing the Commission altogether. The

is general, whatever latitude may have been taken 
by the Board in the matter of settling returned 
men in agricultural pursuits.

There must be a limit to the applica¬ 
tion of any principle; otherwise it 
might be carried to every territory in 
every country throughout the world.”

Jan Macpherson, Chief Secretary for 
Ireland, whether the Government

So Says Hon. T. D. Pattullo, 
in Reviewing Work of * 
' Lands Department 


Legislative Press Gallery. 

Evening Sitting. March 30. 

In order that the House might get 
a proper perspective of the condition 
in which the present administration 
found the Province when it took oi- 
flce in the wuning days of 1916. Hon. 
T. D. Pattullo, Minister of Lands, de¬ 
voted a good deal of his contribution 
to the budget debate to a sketch of 
four years government. The Minis¬ 
ter visualized the slender revenue and 
the robust expenditures of the latter 
years in which the McBride-Bowser 
regime held the reins of office. There 
was only one thing to do when the 
new administration came in, said Mr. 
Pattullo, and that was to bring out¬ 
goings more into harmony with in¬ 
comings 

There would have been no 
point in a borrowing policy despite 
the advice of the Leader of the Up- ( 
position, whose cry had since been 
translated into one of condemnation! 
because the Government had conduct¬ 
ed its borrowing on profitable lines. 
The next procedure adopted by the 
Government, continued Mr. Pattullo, 
was a comprehensive plan of devel¬ 
opment in all its varied phases. And 
by virtue of his office, his closer in¬ 
timacy with the administration of the 
Department of Lands, he had natur¬ 
ally taken a keen interest in land 
settlement, while not a ’.ittle part had 
been taken by himself in the framing 
of the Land Settlement and Devel¬ 
opment Act. 

Grazing. 

Mr. Pattullo toyk creditable pride in 
the fact that a practical grazing policy 
had been inaugurated by his Depart- 
ment. In this connection he remind¬ 
ed the House that the scheme was as 
yet in Its infancy; he fell assured.) 
however, that in a very short space 
of time it would be found a very con¬ 
siderable benefit to the stock industry 
of the Province. 

Irrigation. 

Irrigation matters found the Min¬ 
ister in his element and before his 
review of tl\e Government's water 
policy had proceeded far an ineffect¬ 
ual fire began to cross the House 
from the Opposition benches. Mr. 
Pattullo took off his gloves and dealt 
lefts, rights and upper cuts with con¬ 
tinuous accuracy, while J. W. Jones, 
Opposition member for South Okan¬ 
agan. began to detect the sequel to' 
a number of the Minister's tours of) 
Investigation to the dry belt section 
of the Province.

Timber. 

In the opinion of Mr. Pattullo the 
timber ljolicy of the late Government 
had been framed in the United States.) 
In support of this fairly general be¬ 
lief Mr. Pattullo read to the House 
an interesting telegram received by I 
his predecessor In office, which had! 
emanated from "several hundred tim¬ 
ber license holders" across the bor¬ 
der, the terms of which had implored 
the Government In 1913 to refrain 
from any increase of royalties be¬ 
cause "the liberal spirit" then being 
demonstrated towards British Colum¬ 
bia would more than counter-balance 
any loss that might be involved by the 
retention of the then existing scale. 
As a result of that telegram, said 
Mr. Pattullo, the proposal to increase 
the flfty-cent fee to one dollar was 
not persisted in.

Complete Investigation of the prob- j 
lems set out by the Camp Merville j 
delegation which waited upoi\ the i 
Premier and Minister of Agriculture j 
on Tuesday has been promised by 
Mr. Harrow, who upon the close of 
legislative session will visit 
Courtenay and inspect the settlement 
and confer with the returned men. 

Mr. Harrow informed the veterans 
that It was impossible as yet to state 
what the price of their holdings 
would be. but since the federal ap¬ 
praisers were on the ground and ex¬ 
pected to be through with their work 
l»y April 6. It would only be a short J 
time until h. definite price could be! 
fixed. As for making allotments, the j 
Minister informed the delegation that ' 
further work would have to be done 1 
before this could be settled. 

The delegation asked for an in - I 
vestigation into the handling of the 
co-operative store, saying that prices j 
were too high in some instances. This 
will be done. The minister explain¬ 
ed that in the case of reserved parts 
of the settlement It was the intention 
to hold these for the genera! use of 
all, as pasture for sheep and cattle. 

Dealing with the ten per cent.< 
clause in the purchase of allotments, 
the men asked that this he waived, 
particularly In the case of the mar¬ 
ried men, whom they claimed had 
surely shown th»*lr good faith in the 
undertaking through sticking to it. 
The matter was promised consider¬ 
ation. 

A request was also made that the 
wages lie increased, the claim IwMng 
made that four dollars per day was 
not sufficient Tor married men with 
familial, litany bf then were said to 
be going behind. The Minister point¬ 
ed out that four dollars per day was 
a high rate to be paying for land 
clearing under the circumstances, but 
promised to consider the question 
further. The returned citizen set¬ 
tlers are also requesting that their 
community committee be recognized, 
and that arrangement be made to 
have representatives of the I^and 
Settlement Hoard meet this commit¬ 
tee for the discussion of topics of 
general interest. 

It was further pointed out that the 
settlers were living under conditions 
which had been intended ns tempor¬ 
ary only, and the veterans desired 
sotne radical change in camp condl- 
| lions. 

The entire question will stand in 
abeyance until after the session, 
when Mr. Barrow and the represen¬ 
tatives of the Land Settlement Board 
will spend several davs at Camp 
Merville.

This ref¬ 
erendum Is not of our choosing, but 
If it comes we shall not shirk any 
duties which will fall upon this As¬ 
sociation by reason of it. 

"Our plan was to have the present 
Act amended and enforced for one 
year to give It a fair trial. However,

FORESEES DELUGE OF

Opposition Leader Estimates 
Government May Borrow 
$ 22 , 200,000 


Legislative Press Gallery, 
Afternoon Sitting. 

March 31. 

Statistical fare comprised tin- 
major portion of the Opposition 
Leader’s speech on the budget 
in the Legislature this afternoon. 
Mr. Bowser endeavored to show 
to the House thaL the Govern¬ 
ment is pngaging itself to a 
saturnalia of expenditure which 
will result in a deluge of in¬ 
creased taxation upon the people 
(*f the Province. Ife falls to see any 
purpose In drawing consolation from 
what he chooses to term bookkeeping 
surpluses and he finds the credit of 
the Province to-day in no better con¬ 
dition than when he relinquished the 
itins of office in the waning days of 
1916. It should be said of the Con¬ 
servative chief, however that his ob¬ 
servations this afternoon wandered 
lass from the subject under discus¬ 
sion than upon any other occasion 


There was ncthing very startling, in 
Mr. Bowser'si pinion, in the fact that 
the revenue 1 lis year had increased 
by one and half million dollars. 
That had be i made possibly very 
largely, he sa 1 . by the timber legis¬ 
lation passed 1 v his own Government 
before it had 1ft office. The Opposi¬ 
tion Leader anted to know how-, 
much of the ixutlon levied by the 
Oliver Goveriinent was providing 
revenue from the natural resources 
of the Pro vinca and he inquired how 
much of the ilrreased taxation was 
being levied ulon the people direct. 
And as if arriving at an impasse in 
his argument the speaker declared 
with emphasis iiat the time for reck¬ 
less expeiiditu* had passed. Strict 
economy was agolutely essential now. 
he said. 

Bcrowings. 

The Minister >f Finance, comment¬ 
ed Mr. Bowser, ad skated very light¬ 
ly over his bo owing®. He had at¬ 
tempted to sho’ that the greater por¬ 
tion of the an unt received by the 
Government by ay of loans had been 
allocated to ini fitments of a return¬ 
able nature. levertheless, he con¬ 
tinued. it had ti he remembered that 
up till FebruaH of the present year 
the Govemmenthad borrowed no less 
than $13J70,900ilnce It assumed of¬ 
fice.

Congratulated Mr. Hart. 

At the outset of his remarks the 
Leader of the Opposition did not stint 
himself in his references to the Min¬ 
ister of Finance. Mr. Bowser de¬ 
clared that the budget presentation 
revealed evidence of a very careful ’ 
study of the financial condition of the 
Province and went to show that Mr. 
Hart was thoroughly familiar with 
the operations of his Department. 
The manner of delivery similarly 
drew from the Conservative chief 
warm commendation. 

But while complimenting him in 
the more general application Mr. 
Bowser felt that Mr. Hart had w-ell 
earned the pseudonym of the greatest 
tax collector the Province had ever 
known. Nor could he bring- himself 
*.o agree with many of the Minister's 
statements and deductions. It was a 
i.emret of satisfaction, however. »o 
see the improvements munlfesteJ in 
the manner the public accounts were 
presented, although Mr. Bowser felt 
that further Improvements were not 
impossible. He would prefer, for In¬ 
stance, to see a complete detailed 
Hat of all loans for the year previous 
to the assembly of the Legislature 
up to December 31 included In the 
report of the Comptroller General. 
This, he contended, would be of bene¬ 
fit to the House as a whole anrl of 
considerable assistance to members 
of the Opposition. Another sugges¬ 
tion occurred to the mind of the Op- , 
position Leader as he advised the' 
Minister of Finance to include in 
next year’s budget parallel columns 
of expenditure, so that the amount 
disbursed in the current year could 
be compared at a glance with the 
projected expenditures of the coming 
year.. 

The Nature! Resources* 

The Opposition Leader dealt with 
a number of the more prominent 
items of expenditure indicated In the 
estimates now before the House and 
primed himself without delay for his 
analysis of the Government's fiscal 
policy. He alluded In general terms 
to the credit of the Province and 
informed the House that there was 
nothing the matter with it In the 
year 1916. In 1917. however. British 
Columbia's securities had toppled for 
the simple reason that thelr/values 
had been impaired by the /cry of 
•wolf by the present administration 
during its election campaign the year 
before. 

The people of the country had 
been told, recalled Mr. Bowser, that i 
British Columbia's resources virtu¬ 
ally had disappeared; but it had been ' 
Interesting to observe how very 
quickly they had been rediscovered 
as soon as the Liberals seized the 
reins of office. In his opinion, 
therefore, the cry of dissipated re¬ 
sources could he disposed of as hav¬ 
ing served its purpose during the 
heat and excitement of an appeal to 
the country for support. And\ while 
in the historical atmosphere Mr. 
Bowser expressed the view that the 
people were completely out of pa¬ 
tience with repeated references to 
political post niortems. In other 
words hls record as the administra¬ 
tive head of the late regime could 
oot be classed as germane to the 
business of the country at the 
present time. 

Financial Details.

Interesting views on the re¬ 
establishment j>f returned business 
men and professional men in civil 
life were presented at the first 
luncheon of the Returned Profes¬ 
sional and Business Men’s Associa¬ 
tion at the Dominion Hotel to-day. 
The Association entertained as Its 
guests Brigadier-General J. M. Ross, 
O.O.C., and representatives of various . 
soldier organizations, all of whom j 
endorsed Its objects and offered sug¬ 
gestions for its progress and growth. 

A Special Class. 

Major Wendell Shaw. President of 
the Association, who presided, briefly; 
explained the purpose of the or¬ 
ganization. This, briefly was the as- , 
slstance of returned professional and 
business men in re-establishing 
themselves in their pre-war occupa¬ 
tions. 

•‘This organization undoubtedly 
will meet a very great need,” General 
Ross declared. "The Government is 
doing a great deal to assist certain 
classes of returned soldiers—farmers, 
mechanics and so forth, but there is 
not much It can do to asslsl the pro¬ 
fessional and business man who, 
however, through organizations of 
this kind, may co-operate to help 
themselves."

Legislative Press Gallery. 

Afternoon Sitting. March 30. 

In a brief and breezy address In 
the Legislature this afternoon Dr. K. 
C. Macdonald, Government meihber 
for North Okanagan, added his con¬ 
gratulations to the Minister of Fi¬ 
nance and immediately proceeded to 
remark upon the absence of one par¬ 
ticular topic from the speech deliv¬ 
ered by the Opposition member for 
the southern part of the divided rid¬ 
ing of Okanagan. 

Apparently Satisfied. 

J. W. Jones, to whom the Doctor 
had reference, made no mention of 
the Government's Irrigation policy, 
and this fact suggested to the mind 
of the Government member a state 
of satisfaction reached by his op¬ 
position colleague after three ses¬ 
sions of steady fire at the heud of 
the Minister of Lands. Coming from 
the dry belt as he did. however. Dr. 
Macdonald intimated to the House 
that his constituents and the people 
with whom he had been brought in 
contact were convinced that the Gov¬ 
ernment had solvA the water ques¬ 
tion in the Okanagan Valley. In 
other words, the administration had 
kept its pledge to protect the water 
users from exploitation at the hands 
of the large companies. The preselTt 
state of affairs, he declared, was 
largely accounted for by the ener¬ 
getic investigations conducted by Mr. 
I’attullo and the prosecution of a pro¬ 
gramme in'the light of first hand in¬ 
formation gleaned. 

Compliments. 

Dr. Macdonald complimented the 
Minister of Agriculture and expressed 
the view that Mr. Barrow had ob¬ 
tained a thorough grip on rural mat¬ 
ters. His various settlement and 
community settlement proposals were 
proof of progress in the opinion of 
the North Okanagan Member. 

Nor could he understand the rea¬ 
son for the extraordinary criticism 
levelled at the Minister of Public 
Works by Opposition members in re¬ 
spect of his adoption of a policy 
which undoubtedly had worked very 
beneficial results In the matter of 
provincial highways. 

A general election has no terrors 
for Dr. Macdonald. He is of the 
opinion that the Oliver Government 
has* gained in strength throughout 
the length of the Province and when 
it appeals to the people he believes 
it will be returned to office. 

Tribute to Premier. 

He paid a flattering tribute to the 
Premier and gave the opinion that 
the virtue of the Government lay in 
its chief executive. Mr. Oliver, he 
said, had fulfilled his promise to de¬ 
liver the people of British Columbia 
from the grip of oorporate control 
and to-day the Premier stood for the 
common people just as firmly as ever 
[ he had. N 

R. H. Pooley, Opposition member 
for Esquimau, adjourned the debate.
